She needs external aid to stimulate 
her manufacturing and commercial en- 
terprises

outsido capital is 


barred from Russia by the sovieta, 
who liave bc^n steering their own eco 
noimc course without regard to the ef- 
fect on the economic practices of the 
rest of the world 
Bolshevism has 


failed to convert the world to its cause 
and the inevitable answer is a surren- 
der to the established methods of busi- 
ness which have for their foundation 
a respect for private property. 
It seems certain that the United 


States will remain adamant on tffis 
point.

THE RHINE TROOPS 


The small garrison that the American 


army left on the Rhine as an acknowledg- 
ment that this country should share to 
some extent the responsibility for keeping 
the Germans reminded of their defeat until 
such time as ihey were ready to admit it. 
is again under rlre from the senate. Sen- 
ator Borah has demanded a statement of 
the cost, of this army to date, and found 
out that it is about .$24.0.000.000. a 
sum which under the terms of the armis- 
tice agreement. Germany is to pay. The 
Germans hat'e not paid, aud there is no 
immediate prospect that they will, but 
the cost stands as a German obligation. 


Xow that Germany has gone to work, 


and given up hope of winning the war 
through the service of its friends in the 
countries recently 
arrayed 
in battle 


against her. there is little military need 
for the Rhine garrison at Coblenz. And 
perhaps the troops have served their po- 
litical purpose. Certainly they have been 
a constant reminder to the allied powers, 
during the troubled months following the 
peace, that the United States is still in 
sympathy with the cause. Latterly, how- 
ever, their main function has been what 
might be called propaganda by demonstra- 
tion. They have been so skilfully handled 
as to win for themselves the distinction in 
European military circles of approval as 
the finest body of troops in the world. It 
is no small thing for European countries 
to have this reminder of American adap- 
tive power before them. 


There will not be much objection from 


the public if the senate takes the initia- 
tive in a movement to order the return of 
these troops. Xow that the war. except 
for the senate's narrow view of the peace, 
is closed, the garrison probably will not be 
needed to protect. American interests. It 
is important, too. that the troops should be 
•withdrawn during a period of quiet in 
Europe, so that no political significance 
can be attached to the movement. But 
the manner of the withdrawal should be 
carefully supervised by saner heads than 
the senators who have fought Germany's 
battle in this country.

MAJ3J8IAGE RESTRICTIONS 


The American custom of allowing young 


persons to court at will and select their 
mates with little regard for parental ad- 
vice has recently been under scrutiny be- 
cause of the alarming divorce rale, many 
moralists believing that if parents took a 
hand in the choice of husbands and wives 
for their children there would be less 
chance for some of the palpatle inismating 
which leads to the divorce court. The 
French example is generally referred to 
as worthy of emulation. But the French 
rnaiden-who. under parental pressure, con- 
trives to love 'and live happily with the 
•aan chosen for her. is not envied by her 
American girl friends. They think she 
runs an awful risk, and perhaps she does. 
. In France a man is forbidden by law to 
marry without the consent, of his parents 
unless he has reached the age of thirty 
years. By this time his mind is supposed 
to have recovered from the tempestuous 
proclivities of youthful lover.; and to ha.ve 
achieved enough balance to enable him to 
go a-courting with his mind as well as his 


heart. This law is now under fire in the 
French chamber of deputies. Under the 
leadership of Abbe Lemire there is a 
movement to have th? age limit reduced to 
twenty-five years. But the reformers do 
not stop there. They go to the other ex- 
treme and advocate precautions for pre- 
venting the unwise marriage of men over 
forty years old the theory being that a 
man over forty is as likely to make disas- 
trous marriage as a stripling just come 
into his own. 


So far the women of France have not 


expressed an opinion on the subject, but it 
appears that they must believe that the 
tendency of the times is to surround mar- 
riage with a rna.ze of legal 
formalities 


Avhich can serve only to sdiscourage the 
kind of rniad courting recommended in the 
novels of the most popular romancers. It 
is proba-ble that the inspiration of the 
movement is a group of elderly persons 
long past the delectable age when romance 
is the principal interest of life, and that it 
will fail before the demand of youth for 
faith in its instincts. 


THE LEGION* BONUS CAMPAIGN 
The message of Gilbert Bettman. chair- 


man of the American Legion lobby in 
Washington, to President Harding, in 
which he declared the Legion's intention 
of continuing its campaign for adjusted 
compensation, is characteristically vigor- 
ous and to the point. Mr. Bettman voiced 
the strength of the Legion's faith in the 
belief that war veterans are entitled to 
more pay than was given to them during 
their service in uniform. The Legion main- 
tains that it has the support of both hous- 
es of the present congress, and that it will 
now center its attention upun converting 
the administration, of which the President 
is the spokesman, to the bonus plan. Where 
the Legion erred in its campaign, however, 
was in dodging the cold fact that in order 
to pay the bonus as advocated the coun- 
try must go down into its pocket for about 
$3.000,000.000. A small minority of sen- 
sible business heads defeated the bonus 
project, and they will do it again under 
like conditions. The real problem is, and 
it is impossible to ignore it, how to raise 
three times the normal pre-war annual 
cost of the government without arousing 
the political antagonism of several million 
citizens who are now constantly berating 
the administration for not reducing fed- 
•eral taxes.

SKIN LOTIONS. 


Skin rash, inflammation or ulceration upon the 


hands and forearms of printers handling black, and 
colored inks is of frequent occurrence. 
Printers 


commonly soak or rub the hands and forearms with 
mineral oil to remove part of this ink. then scrub 
with various harsh detergents or soaps and hot 
water, and generally fail to apply a protective emol- 
lient to the skin after.this severe cleansing. 
It is 


noticeable that in most instances of printers' ink 
poisoning the skin of the sufferer is abnormally dry 
—lack? natural skin oil. Such personsv particularly, 
need a good hand lotion to apply after washing, in 
order tc present the irritation, chapping or rough- 
ness of the skin that occurs when the skin oil >se- 
bum) is scanty. An^excellent application to relieve 
or prevent this abnormal dryness of the skin con- 
sists of a few drops of the following applied after 
wasbinsr and drying the hands: 
Sesame oi! (also called teel oil andbeeneoil).2 ounces 
Powdered benzoin 
10 grains 


Absolute alcohol 
10 drops

filtered, and labeled "skin oil."

their hands. Bacteriological tests of the mineral oil. 
used for cleaning ink from the hands, conducted by 
the 17. S. public health service officers, indicate that 
this oil should not be used in common, for it may 
convey skin infection from one person to the other. 
The samo investigators found that a mixture of saw- 
dust and liquid green soap was more effective and 
less irritating than sand, pumice soap and hand 
brushes in removing the ink. They also found that 
if printers would apply some lanolin (wool fat) to 
the hand& and forearms before beginning work, this 
served as a protective and made the removal of ink 
stains after finishing work much easier.

fortress in the country, and in the 
course 
of centuries seven 
different 


cities—Assyrian, Canaanite, Jewish, 
Egyptian and Roman—-rc'se' within 
the walls. Inside this fortress city an 
Egyptian king traped 119 princes of 
Syria and made them put dust on their 
heads and pay tribute to him. Ar- 
mageddon was so often the scene of 
battles that the name became a sym- 
bol of terrible war and destruction, 
much as Waterloo 
has acquired its 


meaning. There some people think 
the last battle of the world will be 
fought. 


The story of the most famous bat- 


tle at Megiddo between the 
Syrian 


princes 
and King 
Thotmes III of 


Egypt can be read on the temple walls 
at Karnak by those versed in decipher- 
ing the handwriting of the Egyptians. 


Thotmes III was the king who was 


responsible for the obelisk now in 
Central Park. He is also 
remem- 


bered as the king who quarreled with 
his sister or aunt, Queen Hatsheput, 
over the Egyptian throne for a decade 
or two. and who, when she died, had 
her pictures and name chiseled off 
the monuments she had built and his, 
own put in their place. Sometimes his 
workmen were careless in their alter- 
ations, so that an inscription 
reads 


"King Thotmes III, she made this 
monument to her father Arnen." 


As soon as Thotmes got the king- 


dom to himself, he set out in his chari- 
ot with his army back of him to con- 
quer other kingdoms, and one of his 
first victories was at Megiddo. 


Press Agenting a King 


We 
should probably, know little 


more than this if Thotmes III had not 
regarded himself as a person whose 
doings were of infinite importance. 
He carried 
with him everywhere a 


secretary who did nothing but write 
down what His Majesty did or said 
on all occasions. 
So 
the battle of 


Megiddo was reported in detail and 
the latest chapter of the king's jour- 
nal was sent back every day to Egypt 
to 
bo 
deposited in the -temple of 


Amen. This journal is not in. exist- 
ence today, but Thotmes insured a 
permanent record of his conquest by 
having the 
most 
important 
facts 


carved on stone walls, where they can 
be seen today, somewhat damaged by 
time, but still readable. 


Megiddo was so important because 


it was a walled city on a hill and in 
a 
triangle place on the way from 


Egypt to Babylon. Thotmes went di- 
rectly up to it and drew up his well 
drilled troops on the plain in front of 
the, city. One hundred and nineteen of 
the princes and their warriors from 
different parts 
of the invaded coun- 


try had gathered 
together to drive 


out the Egyptians, but, when they 
met, the Syrians fled panic stricken, 
and Thotmes had his official reporter 
record 
that the people of the city 


drew up their fugitive protectors over 
the city waits by their clothes, be- 
cause they were afraid to open the 
gates even for their own people. 


The Syrians escaped because the 


Egyptian 
soldiers 
stopped to seize 


and divide the beautiful gold and sil- 
ver chariots—1,000 of them—and 2,- 
000 horses and many arms forsaken 
in the flight. 


But Thotmes was not satisfied with 


the 
plunder. He said that to take 


Megiddo was like taking a thousand 
towns, since all the important chiefs 
of the country were inside it, and he 
proceeded to starve out the city by 
guarding every possible entrance. Fi- 
nally, 
Megiddo 
surrendered. 
The 


princes and warriors filed out of the 
gate and agreed to pay Thotmes year- 
ly tribute. The city was then sacked, 
perhaps burned, and valuable works 
of* art and the jewels and gold of a re- 
^narkably wealthy city carried off to 
Egypt, as well as such trophies as the 
scepter, royal tent, and furniture be- 
longing to the King of Kadeeh. Thot- 
mes had it all recorded and went on 
to other unconquered regions. 


This was only one of the numerous 


battles fought at different times at 
this strategic spot. 


Some years ago, 1903, a German 


Palestine Society sent an expedition 
to the city, now a ruin, to explore 
the old foundations and see if. any rel- 
ies of the battles were left buried 
there. For nearly three 
years the 


scientists 
worked, 
with the result 


that traces of seven cities were found 
in different strata below the present 
surface. The oldest city, they believed, 
nourished back in the nealithic, or 
stone, period. Pieces of walls, skele- 
tons, temple and palace ruins; a seal 
marked as the property, of "Shema," 
the servant of Jereboam," king of Is- 
rael, all helped to identify the times 
when different civilizations held the 
important fortress. 


Rains Still Hold Secrets 


The expedition had to give up its 


work before the possibilities of the 
site were exhausted. And later the 
war put a stop to any but utilitarians 
digging in the near East. So the ruins 
of 
Armageddon are looked upon as 


still holding many secrets; 


The reference to Armageddon in 


the book of Revelation has been taken 
by some scholars to mean that the 
last- war of the world is to be fought 
in this old traditional battleground. 
The book, written as if the events 
prophesied 
had already 
happened. 


says that the kings gathered togeth- 
er in the place called Har-Mageddon. 


But of late years the term Armag- 


eddon has been taken more as a sym- 
bol. Some students of the mysteries 
of 
Revelation still hold that the re- 


cent war was the prophesied war i of 
Armageddon, and that Belgium where 
the fighting was begun met the condi- 
tions 
of being the 
Armageddo^i re- 


ferred to in the urophecy. 


Some of the interpreters have been 


able to apply almost every mysterious 
reference in the ..book to the recent 
war, even to naming the beasts of the 
visions as the nations in the conflict, 
and comparing the reference to blood 
up to the bridles of the horses, to the 
fact that the dead 
were sometims 


piled four and five deep, about the 
height of a bridle, after some battles 
in the World War. They found it sig- 
nificant to point out that the verse 
about hailstones weighing a talent— 
the heaviest measure of weight known 
in 
Bibte days—coming down from 


heaven upon men could be applied to 
the heavy bombs and shells of mod- 
ern warfare. 


However, 
other scholars disagree 


with this and insis^that the Armaged- 
don described is a' spiritual conflict. 
Here again 
they disagree and some 


think the prophecies refer to events 
expected to happen 
soon after the 


book was written, and others insist 
with equal positiveness that the era 
described has never come. 


Disarmament is a step toward a new, 


warless age. Whether it will be a per- 
manent success, 
leaving the World 


War indeed .the last war, or whether 
the world is to be the scene of battles 
for eyars to come, there seerns to be 
no modern prophet to foretell.
